5. Powers 

The pow'crs of the Council will be as under : 

5.1 The Council for Meteorology & Atmospheric Sciences

regard to all rules, regulations, orders, etc.) vested with the 
Ministry of Tourism & Civil Aviation. In matters adminis- 
tered by other nodal Ministries, where powers have been 
delegated to the Miviistry of Tourism & Civil Aviation or ha 
Financial Adviser, such powers shall be vested with the 
CMAS, All proposals involving financial implications shall 
require concurrence of the Finance member. 

5.2 Scheme sanctioning powers in respect of the India- 
Meteorological Department upto Rs. 1 crore including powers 
to sanction works and staff (costing upto Rs. 10 lakhs) per 
annum In the case of plan-schemes and upto Rs. 5 lakhs for 
non-plan s'chomes) now with the Ministry of Tourism & 
Civil Aviation, through standing committee procedure shall 
be exercise by the Council. Council for Meteorology tfnd 
Atmospheric Sciences itself with vSfecretary, Ministry of 
Tourism & Civil Aviation and Finance Member present shall 
be recognised as the Standing Committee for the purpose. 
Council for Meteorology & Atmospheric Sciences may invite 
representatives of Planning Commission or other concemetl 
Ministries to attend its meetings, whenever ne-cessary. For 
schemes above Rs. 1 crore, Council shall obtain the approval 
of the Ministry of Finanoc/Cabinet following Expenditure 
Finance Committee/Public Investment Board procedures. 

5.3 Powers for release of foreign exchange to the extent 
now vested with the Secretary, Ministry of Tourism & Civil 
Aviation, shall bo exercised by the Council for Meteorology 
and Atmospheric Sciences (CMAS), 

5.4 Power to relax ban on filling posts vacant for more 
than six months, which is now vested with Financial Adviser, 
shall be exercised by the CMAS with the Finance Member 
pre.scnt. 

5.5 Powers to rcdelegate its powers to Director General of 
Meteorology, Meteorological Rxeaitivo Committee, Regional 
Committes for Meteorology and head of offices of India hfete- 
ovological Department to the extent found necessary shall be 
exercised by the Council for Meteorology & Atmospheric 
Sciences. 

6. All proposals coming with the powers of the Council 
and accepted by it (with the Finance Member present In 
relation to matters having financial implications), shall be 
implemented and necessary orders issued, without ftuther 
reference lo the Finance Member/Chairman/any other au- 
thority. Where the Finance Member has a diffrence of opi- 
nion with the Chairman of the Council in maftors having Im- 
ancial implications, th&se shall be refererd to the Finance 
Minister through the Minister of Tourism & Civil Aviation 
for a decision. 
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7. No member of the Council or Officers of the India 
Meteorological Department shall be accorded ex-officio status 
of Secretariat Officers, but some of the officers of the India 
Meteorological Department, as may be decided in consulta- 
tion with the Ministry of Home Affairs, shall be ‘ authorised 
to sign sanctions on behalf of the President of India. Offi* 
cers of the Headquarters office of India Meteorological De- 
partment may correspond drectly with other Ministries and 
Departments of the Central and State Governments, 

8. The Council shall meet at least once in three months, 

9. Changes, if a^, needed in future, in the composition 
and functions of Council for Meteorology & Atmosphcj’ic
